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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Rejections applied to claims 13, 14, 17, 18, and 21 in office 
action 10/06/2009 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 9 stands rejected. Regarding claim 9, the 
attorney argues that the Momontov reference is not combinable with the Jasmin reference since it does not produce the desired amount of 
nitrogen removal. Claim 9 does not disclose a specific amount or target amount of nitrogen removal. So if it oxidizes it meets the limitations 
of the claim. The Examiner also notes the transition "comprising" in a method claim indicates that the claim is open-ended and allows for 
additional steps. MPEP 21 1 .03 

The applicant also argues the presence of halides in the Momontov reference is not necessary in the prior art. The claim has no limitation 
of the presence of halides. The applicant also argues that in the Momontov reference the acid used is an oxidizing acid. (Declaration pg 2 
paragraph starting with "Lastly") By applicant's admission the acid also performs the function of oxidation which meets the claim limitation 
in claim 9. The applicant states that the acid in the instant application may be one of several acids, but does not exclude the oxidizing acid 
in the prior art. Therefore the limitation is met. 
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
